[FBIS Translated Excerpt] An official ceremony, today, 
took place at Gako, in Bugesera. It was the integration of 
1,011 soldiers of the former army in the current National 
Army. The grandiose ceremony took place in the pres- 
ence of the president of the Republic, His Excellency 
Pasteur Bizimungu; the vice president of the Republic 
and minister of defense, Major General Paul Kagame; 
the president of the National Assembly, Juvenal Nkusi; 
the prime minister, Mr. Faustin Twagiramungu, and a 
number of ministers and deputies. It was also attended 
by the representative of the special envoy of the UN 
secretary general, Gen. (Anyedohu), members of the 
diplomatic and consular body accredited in Kigali and 
the blue helmet troops who added their fanfare to the

According to Charles Kagaba, the camp commander, 
apart from the 1,011 soldiers who were integrated today, 
there are another 993 who are being trained and who will 
be integrated in the near future. He also disclosed that 
there were two newly arrived companies who are also 
being trained. [passage omitted] 


During the ceremony, a number of soldiers were pro- 
moted to higher grades and posts in the Army’s high 
command were filled. Consequently, Colonel Sam Kaka 
has been kept as chief of staff of the Rwandan Army; Col. 
Marcel Gatsinzi was appointed as deputy chief of staff, 
Col. Deogratias Ndibwami of the former army was 
appointed as chief of staff of the National Gendarmerie, 
and Col. Kayumba, who had temporarily assumed the 
position on an interim basis, becomes his deputy. 


Regarding the appointments made in the Army and the 
National Gendarmerie, the promotion of Col. Deogra- 
tias Ndibwami of the former army constituted the 
greatest surprise at the event. Col. Ndibwami, who is 
now chief of staff of the National Gendarmerie, affirmed 
that he received the news with surprise. [passage 
omitted] 


For his part, Lieutenant Col. Emmanuel Habyarimana, 
who is an MP and as from this Wednesday [25 January] 
director of training and planning at the Ministry of 
Defense, invited his former colleagues who remained in 
Zaire to follow his example and return home.

U.S. Support for Mobutu’s Bank Governor Noted

[Report by Marie-France Cros: “U.S. Encouragement of 
Mobutu—Representatives Welcome the Appointment of 
Non-Mobutu Supporter at the Central Bank”’] 
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{[FBIS Translated Text] Members of the foreign relations 
committee of the new U.S. Congress’s House of Repre- 
sentatives have just written to President Mobutu to 
express their satisfaction with the appointment at the 
head of the Zairian Central Bank of a man who does not 
belong to Mobutu’s movement. Patrice Djamboleka has 
been officially in charge of the bank since 16 January. He 
is a member of the UDI [Union of Independent Demo- 
crats], the party of Prime Minister Kengo wa Dondo. He 
is assisted by vice-governor Kikata Nguna, a Mobutu 
supporter whose role is essentially secondary, unless he 1s 
required to replace the governor in the latter's absence. 


LA LIBRE BELGIQUE has been able to obtain a copy of 
this letter, signed by three Republicans and four Demo- 
crats, and dated 12 January. Mobutu and Kengo agreed 
on the names of the two men, chosen from among eight 
candidates, in the last days of 1994. 


Right Direction 


According to the signatories, the appointment of a bank 
governor who “does not belong to the circle of close 
political associates” of Mobutu was “an encouraging 
sign in the right direction toward strengthening the 
independence of the Central Bank,”’ which the US. 
Government has always recommended to Kinshasa. 
“However, it is clear,” the representatives wrote to 
Mobutu, “that the support of the United States to your 
country will be sensitive to all signals we receive 
regarding your determination to place the government 
(of Zaire, editor’s note) on the road to democratic 
principles and practice, in order to relieve the misery of 
your people and give it reasons to hope in the foreseeable 
future.” 


But, the representatives insisted, “any negative signal on 
your part could once again put the United States in the 
position where it would have to fundamentally recon- 
sider its policies toward your country, and the leaders 
responsible for such a turnaround.” 


Human Rights 


The representatives specified to the Zairian head of state 
that they would be attentive “not only to the way the state 
is managed, but also to the degree of respect of human 
rights” which ‘‘does not seem to have improved greatly. 
The current government has made some efforts in this 
direction, but it must be admitted that it has not yet 
acquired all the means which would allow it to intervene 
more effectively to safeguard human rights in Zaire. 
According to our information, the armed forces are con- 
tinuing their abuses, extortion, and physical attacks on 
citizens (footnote 1). We are told that you are capavle of 
bringing an end to this situation if you wanted to.” 


“We strongly hope that you will not fail to take the 
necessary measures in this respect. You are certainly 
aware that the aid provided by the Western world is 
increasingly conditioned by the adhesion of (the 
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requesting, editorial note) countries to the principles of 
human rights, and the respect of the liberties of their 
citizens. The necessary conditions to have access to this 
aid must include the respect of human rights and clean, 
transparent, and orthodox financial management.” 


The letter concludes with the wish that “this year really 
does become a year of hope” for Zairians. 


Footnote 1: Reuter indicates that the report of 
AZAHDO [Zairian Human Rights Association] for 1994 
listed 152 cases of summary executions carried out by 
the security forces and private self-defense groups in 
Kinshasa, Goma, Lubumbashi, and Kisangani. 
AZAHDO stated that the military enjoyed “total impu- 
nity” for their extortions thanks to the complicity of the 
judicial authorities. As a consequence the population has 
formed self-defense groups which are committing abuses 
in their turn. 


Gendarmerie Reorganized; ‘Nearly 100° Fired

{[FBIS Translated Text] In Zaire the Gendarmerie is 
being reorganized, if its boss, General Bozambo, is to be 
believed. He has just announced the dismissal of nearly 
100 of his men and a large-scale reorganization of its 
services. Christophe Boisbouvier: 
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[Boisbouvier] We must separate the wheat from the 
chaff, says General Bozambo of the Mobile Gendarme- 
rie. Ninety-nine gendarmes have been accused of poor 
conduct, corruption, or more plainly of looting, armed 
attacks, and rape. Now they have been dismissed. 


This kind of disciplinary measure is not very frequent in 
Zaire. It is perhaps a response by Prime Minister Kengo 
wa Dondo to Amnesty International, which has chal- 
lenged him to implement his government program and 
step up discipline in the security forces. The measure 
also puts an end to the almost total impunity which 
troops in Zaire have enjoyed. 


But be careful! This is certainly onlv a drop in the ocean. 
In Kinshasa private soldiers who killed and looted 
during the two great mutinies of 1991 and 1993 are still 
very often out of control. In Goma, in the east, the 31st 
Airborne Brigade gained notoriety last summer at the 
expense of the Rwandan refugees. In elite units like the 
Presidential Special Division, the men are better paid 
and therefore more disciplined, it is true, but human 
rights organizations accuse them of having carried out 
numerous kidnappings of opponents and journaiists 
over the last two years, doubtless acting on orders, and 
with total impunity.

[FBIS Translated Excerpt] Mohamed Farah Aidid, 
chairman of the council of leadership of the Somali 
National Alliance [SNA] and the United Somali Con- 
gress chairman, has delivered a speech to all Somali 
people through the mass media on the occasion of the 
fourth anniversary of the toppling of the dictatorial 
[Barre] regime in the country on 26 January 1991. Mr. 
Aidid greeted and congratulated the fighters and strug- 
glers of the armed and political struggle and talked about 
the value of the long struggle they waged. [passage 
omitted] 


Chairman Aidid said that the goal of the fighters who led 
the struggie against the dictatorial regime was never to 
spread civil war in the country and for the country to be 
without a government for a long time so that foreigners 
interfered in our internal affairs. However, Mr. Aidid 
said that all these things happened because of selfish 
people who did not believe in the objectives of the 
popular struggle. He added that while problems existed, 
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the fighters were working toward ending the civil war 
and reaching an agreement on whatever problems that 
had come up. He said we should forget the evils that had 
occured among the people and turn to the reconstruction 
of our country and reclaim the dignity of the Somali 
people who had all suffered. He added that Somali 
people were capable of reconciling. [passage omitted] 


The chairman also said that Somali organizations had 
agreed on 27 March 1994 to hold two peace conferences 
in Mogadishu and to form a broad-based central govern- 
ment. This decision was clear in the declaration issued 
by the Somali organizations at their conference in 
Nairobi, Kenya. He added that the decision of the 
organizations was implemented with the holding of the 
first conference, which was consultative, in Mogadishu 
and which was attended by 13 organizations out of the 
16 that had reached that agreement, while the second 
conference is continuing and is in its final stages. What 
remains is only the formation of a central Somali Gov- 
ernment which will be announced soon, God willing.

Chairman Mohamed Farah Aidid said that the future of 
Somalia lies in the hands of the Somali people. The 
Somali Government to be formed soon will require the 
full support of Somali people, he added. He also said the 
governments of the world are ready to work with us if 
they see that we are willing to do something. He added 
that a good future for the country and the help of the 
international community depended on the pacification 
of the Somali people. Chairman Aidid thanked the 
countries that helped in finding a lasting solution to the 
problems existing in the country, first among them 
Intergovernmental Authority on Drought and Develop- 
ment member countries. He made it clear that the SNA 
welcomed international relief agencies’ position on con- 
tinuing their relief work in the country after UN Oper- 
ation in Somalia [Unosom] left. He said that their lives 
and their belongings were secure and this had been made 
clear to the Security Council delegation. He added that 
the Somali people should shy away from harming the 
foreign forces who are leaving the country. 


In conclusion, Mr. Mohamed Farah Aidid called on the 
fighters for justice and the Somali people to be vigilant 
and prepare to save the Somali nation in the face of the 
difficult times ahead. 
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Pelindaba Uranium Enrichment Plant To Close

uranium enrichment plant at Pelindaba will close in 
March, resulting in 500 specialists losing their jobs, 
Mineral and Energy Affairs Minister Pik Botha said in a 
statement on Wednesday [25 January]. 


About 300 of the experts are to be laid off at the end of 
March when the plant closes, and the remainder will be 
phased out over three years. 


Closure of the plant, a year ahead of the date originally 
planned, was approved by the cabinet on Wednesday. It 
spells the end of uranium enrichment in South Africa. 


Explaining the rationale behind activating the plant, 
known as Z-Plant, in the first instance, Mr Botha said that 
in 1978 the United States had refused to honour a contract 
between its Department of Energy and Eskom [Electricity 
Supply Commission] to supply enriched uranium for the 
Koeberg nuclear power station in the Western Cape. 


The failure of the contract would have entailed a loss to 
Eskom of RI million [rands] a day, over and above 
interest on the R4 billion already spent on construction. 


The government had then instructed the Uranium 
Enrichment Corporation to build an enrichment plant to 
meet Eskom’s needs. 


Z-Plant was accordingly commissioned in 1987 and had 
since then supplied Eskom’s needs, although it had been 
known from the outset that the plant would not be viable 
and that in the long-term more cost-effective sources of 
supply would have to be sought. 


With the normalisation of South Africa’s internation:' rela- 
tions, supplies of enriched uranium would soon become 
available at much lower costs than those produced at Pelind- 
aba, and Koeberg’s operations would remain unaffected. 


Z-Plant had a current cash flow deficit of R85 million a 
year, which would soon have risen to R210 million a 
year as the low tariffs it was enjoying for electricity 
would have ended on March 31. 


It was against this background that cabinet had approved 
its early closure, which would involve certain non- 
recurrent costs, including R25 million in severance pack- 
ages for staff over the next two financial years. 


Because quality of product could not be ensured during 
the transient shutdown conditions, there would in addi- 
tion be an expected operating loss of R76 million over 
the next two financial years. 


The Atomic Energy Corporation [AEC] had provided for 
phasing out and decontamination of the plant in its 
1996/1997 budget and subsequent years. The process 
was expected to take about four years. 
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Z-Plant, which produced only low-enriched uranium, 
had not been involved in the production of the highly- 
enriched uranium used in South Africa’s already termi- 
nated nuclear weapons programme. 


Government grants to the AEC, attempting to become a 
commercially-driven organisation, had this year been 
reduced to R576 million less than was the case in 1990. 


The AEC had increased the number of products it was 
marketing from 20 in 1990 to 250 at present, and its 
services ranged from treatment of foodstuffs for preser- 
vation, to treatment for various forms of cancer and the 
production of isotopes. 


Sales of industrial and nuclear products had over the past 
four years risen to R200 million from almost zero, with 
non-nuclear fuel accounting for nearly half of this total, and 
with projected sales of about R400 miilion within five years. 


Staff numbers at the AEC had reduced from a high of 
8,166 to 2,700 at present, which had already resulted in 
a major loss of technological skills to South Africa and an 
accompanying loss in competitiveness. 


Over the past 12 years the AEC had been researching 
another form of enrichment, in which there had been 
much foreign interest, and through which it might be 
possible in future to produce low cost enriched uranium 
to beneficiate South Africa’s uranium exports. 


In respect of the 500 staff that had to be retrenched. the 
AEC had drawn up a course of action to assist them in 
obtaining future employment. 


Nation’s Nuclear Weapons Program No ‘Surprise’

announcement by former state President F W de Klerk 
that South Africa had abandoned a nuclear weapons 
programme was not a surprise to the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, IAEA Director Dirk Schriefer 
said at a nuclear information conference at Midrand, 
Gauteng on Wednesday. The conference is co-sponsored 
by South Africa and the IAEA. 


Mr Schriefer said the IAEA had in 1992 noticed discrep- 
ancies in figures for enriched and non-enriched uranium 
stated by South African enrichment plants. “At the time 
the IAEA Secretariat recognised that the large inventory of 
highly enriched uranium could mean that a significant 
portion had either been recovered from an abandoned 
nuclear weapons programme or, less likely, had been 
accumulated for a planned weapons programme that was 
abandoned before its implementation,” Mr Schriefer said. 


On the day of Mr De Klerk’s announcement IAEA inspec- 
tors had been visiting the Atomic Energy Board’s nuclear 
plant at Pelindaba near Pretoria to clarify the “apparent 
discrepancies”. The figures that aroused the IAEA’s 
interest had been contained in a report by the Atomic 
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Energy Board submitted to the IAEA in 1992 in terms of 
the treaty on non-proliferation of nuclear weapons. 


Mr De Klerk announced in March 1993 that South 
Africa had terminated the manufacture of gun-type 
nuclear devices in November 1989. On the day after his 
declaration IAEA inspectors had made preliminary visits 
to a number of facilities involved in the abandoned 
project, Mr Schriefer said. Follow-up inspections con- 
tinued for five months. Mr Schriefer said the IAEA had 
concluded there was no indication components of the 
programme remained which had not been “rendered 
unusable or converted to commercial non-nuclear or 
peaceful nuclear usage”’. 


Former Security Police Threaten Retaliation

personal lives of a number of National Party [NP] and 
ANC parliamentarians will be released if members of the 
Crime Information Service [CIS], previously the Secu- 
rity Branch, are not granted indemnity. 


“They have washed their hands of us and thrown us to the 
wolves. No one wants to accept responsibility any longer,” 
a spokesman for a group of dissatisfied CIS members, who 
wished to remain anonymous, on 19 January told DIE 
VOLKSBLAD, a sister newspaper of BEELD. 


He said there is great deal of dissatisfaction over the way 
cabinet members, especially from the NP, handled the 
matter. “The CIS helped keep the NP government in power 
for years. All we did as loyal policemen was to enforce the 
laws of the day with distinction. If this is how we are being 
treated now, we will take certain steps,” he said. 


“If we are refused indemnity, we will have no choice but 
to tell the truth about the private lives of many NP 
cabinet members. We took care of them for years. We 
know things about them that will shock the public. We 
also will release the names of prominent ANC members 
in central, regional, and local government, as well as in 
the civil service, who were security police informers for 
years. These people were stabbing their own people in 
the back for years, now they are part of the gravy train. 
Where was their loyalty?” he asked. 


The spokesman said the group is unhappy about the 
publication of the names of the 3,500 policemen 
awaiting indemnity and seeking legal advice. The group 
is demanding: 


—That the applications by ANC members who already 
have been granted indemnity be released to the media. 
This will show whether their applications were made 
under the same terms as CIS members; 


—That the ANC state whether it is conducting a witch 
hunt against security police; and 
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—The ANC must clarify the future of Security Branch 
members. 


The spokesman said there are reports that the new govern- 
ment has received a large amount of money from overseas 
for retirement packages. This money allegedly will be used 
to purge the police force of senior CIS officers. 


Two Approaches Seen at Work on Constitution

SAPA—Public consultation on the new constitution 
should merge divergent political cultures into a truly 
South African experience, Mr Peter Mokaba (ANC) said 
on Wednesday. Commenting on different perspectives 
on public participation during a meeting of Constitu- 
tional Theme Committee One, he said the committee 
would have to resort to all forms of consultation when 
gathering public submissions. 


Mr Errol Moorcroft (DP [Democratic Party]) said the 
discussion had revealed two basically different 
approaches to the process. One, largely expressed by 
ANC delegates, hinged on working through the masses 
by means of public forums like mass rallies. The other 
entailed approaching constituencies via their leaders. 
“The processes are not exclusive. The whole idea is to get 
to as many people involved through the length and 
breadth of the country.’ Both processes should be prof- 
itably engaged by the committee (dealing with the char- 
acter of the democratic state). 


Although these perspectives clashed, the committee had to 
use all forms of consultation. In the ANC’s experience, 
neither the Freedom Charter, Reconstruction and Devel- 
opment Programme nor the million signature campaign of 
the early 1980's had taken 10 years, yet all had involved 
consultation or going out to the people. “How do we 
consult? We should agree, because we come from different 
experiences, that this is a melting pot with which we are to 
merge these experiences into a South African experience.” 


The committee endorsed a proposal by Mr Percival 
Mtshali (IFP [Inkatha Freedom Party]) that it not con- 
vene on Thursday as scheduled, given that it had not yet 
received all parties’ submissions. Instead, the available 
submissions should be circulated and the core group 
should meet on Thursday to work on the question of 
public participation. 


Survey Notes Reluctance To Register for Elections

Many Africans were reluctant to register for the forthcoming 
local government elections because they believed they 
would be jeopardising their secret ballots, according to a 
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national survey by Community Agency for Social Enquiry 
[CASE]. Many were also ignorant about the poll in October. 


‘South Africa’s first democratic local election could be 
doomed to a low voter turn-out...without the necessary 
resources and attention (in voter education), Project 
Vote Director Father Michael Weeder said in Johannes- 
burg on Wednesday [25 January]. 


Project Vote commissioned CASE to survey !5 focus 
groups within African, Asian and coloured populations 
in November and December. 


Research leader Dr David Everatt, who described the 
results as indicative rather than representative, said 
voters did not intuitively understand the need for a local 
government nor for whom they would be voting. 


“Many at first believed that such elections would be a 
bad idea.” 


Media campaigns to encourage registration would have to 
explain the purpose of local government elections, he said. 


About 290,000 people would have to register daily in the 
three-month registration period from the end of January. 
Registration was the biggest blockage, he said, adding: 
“Voters were extremely hostile to the idea of registering. 


“Migrant labourers from Soweto hostels were unclear 
which area they should register for. Older women from 
Natal were afraid of giving their names, and respondents 
from informal areas laughed at the idea.... 


“The registration process is seen by voters io violate the 
secrecy of the ballot which voter educators (before last 
year’s general elections) spent so much time and money 
communicating. Voters could not understand why the 
procedures of the last election were not good enough.” 


A respondent in the Orange Free State [OFS] had said: 
“My family will be against it. They will doubt my loyalty 
if I can give away my name and address.” 


“We did not find a successful message to overcome or 
diminish voters’ resistance to registration,” Dr Everatt said. 


While African respondents rejected registration, many 
became excited about voting after understanding local 
government. 


A Soweto male said: “We can’t go and vote when we 
hardly know who to vote for.... We need to know them 
(the candidates) and each one must tell us what he is 
going to do for us.” 


‘“*I want to vote so I can blame someone I chose,”’ said an 
OFS male. 


While many respondents were disillusioned after the 
April elections, most retained enormous respect for 
President Nelson Mandela, Dr Everatt said. 


“Voters have significant doubts about other personali- 
ties. They believe most people, including church figures 
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such as (Anglican) Archbishop (Desmond) Tutu and 
Frank Chikane are politically aligned. 


“Most respondents also discounted pop and sport stars 
who they thought were useful as crowd-pullers but 
wouldn’t know anything about voting.” 


The research suggested Mr Mandela might be of help in 
persuading people to vote. 


Many respondents said: “If Mandela says to vote, I will 
vote.” 


KwaZulu To Fund, Manage New Peace Body

Natal, born of the Peace Accord but funded and man- 
aged by the provincial government, is preparing to assert 
itself in provincial communities. 


Provincial Peace Structure [PPs} director Mr Dennis 
Nkosi said yesterday the structure would begin commu- 
nity seminars within three weeks to re-establish the role 
of peace workers. 


“It has become a matter of serious concern. A lot of 
people don’t think we are operating.” 


Nkosi said since national funding for Peace Accord bodies 
had dried up last year, regional bodies had negotiated their 
continuation as arms of provincial governments. The PPS, 
with 43 staffers in eight branches, was established on 
January | as a department under premier Dr Frank 
Mdlalose’s office. R8,000 [rands] was allocated to keep it 
going until the provincial legislature approves a budget. 
Nkosi said the executive council had agreed to fund the 
PPS and draft legislation was being considered for enact- 
ment at the next sitting of the legislature. 


An annual budget of about R5.2 million was expected. 
Nkosi said the PPS would work with the provincial 
department of safety and security on various projects 
like establishing community policing forums. 


The ANC said on Friday it would consult President 
Nelson Mandela about rising violence in KwaZulu/ 
Natal, which—if unchecked—might reach the level 
recorded before last year’s elections. 


The Human Rights Committee said last week it was 
concerned about violence in the run-up to the October 
local elections. It said more people had been killed in 
December than in the previous five months. 


The Inkatha Freedom Party [IFP] suggested at the 
weekend that peace hinged on successful talks between 
IFP aligned chiefs and the central Government on the 
form of the province’s local government elections. 


Meanwhile, police said !|1 people had been murdered at 
the weekend, five of them in a single attack. Last week 
more than 60 people were killed.

Mr Ndlovu accused Mr Mufamadi of a political vendetta 
against the IFP controlled KwaZulu/Natal provincial 
government. 


Mr Mufamadi had no jurisdiction over police in Kwa- 
Zulu/Natal because the 11 old police forces were still in 
operation until a new bill amalgamated all police forces. 


“According to us the bill on the new SA [South Africa] 
Police Services has not been passed by Parliament. There 
is no proclamation amalgamating the different police 
forces, so the police are still operating under the old 
acts,” Mr Ndlovu said. 


The budget for training the police recruits came from the 
old KwaZulu budget. The 500 police recruits due to pass 
out in February had been enlisted for training before the 
April 27 elections, Mr Ndlovu said. 


People at the passing out parade could not hinder any 
future investigations into their backgrounds, IFP MP Mr 
Themba Khoza said. 


The IFP was suspicious of the composition of the com- 
mittee of five, headed by Major Frank Dutton, 
appointed to investigate allegations against the recruits. 


Minister Extends Scope of Health Care Probe

Zuma has extended the scope of the investigation into 
primary health care to include alternatives to national 
health insurance. 


Zuma said at a news conference in Cape Town yesterday a 
committee, whose composition would still be finalised, 
would prepare a detailed anc costed plan for a national 
health insurance system—or a publicly supported alterna- 
tive. 
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Her statement followed discussions with investigating 
committee members who last week expressed concern 
that the inquiry was limited to investigating only one 
option, known as the Deeble model. A number of health 
experts said the model, which would force all general 
practitioners into working exclusively within a system 
ordered by government, was unworkable. 


Zuma said the new committee’s brief was opcn-ended, but 
it would be guided by the policy framework. Policy objec- 
tives were non-discriminatory access to primary care; 
affordability and sustainability of the system, efficiency 
and cost control; and consistency with the reconstruction 
and development programme’s objectives. “The Deeble 
option is not the only option. There isn’t any option this 
committee has to follow except within those parameters.” 


She had asked for a preliminary report by the end of April. 


REUTER reports Zuma said government had not 
decided on a health tax. Funding options such as a 
payroll tax or a national health contribution could be 
considered, but “they have no stamp from me yet to say 
this is going to be implemented”. 


The investigation would not impinge on the better 
services available to private patients. “There will still be 
private hospitals and the wealthy will still have exclusive 
use of these hospitals.” 


Investigating committee co-chairman Jonathan 
Broomberg said Zuma had addressed the concerns of 
committee members and they were now comfortable with 
the process, its terms of reference and transparency. How- 
ever, he still had concerns about the time span given. 


The inclusion in the investigation of options recommended 
by a previous finance committee is a significant departure 
from the Ministry’s standpoint last week. Ministerial special 
adviser and investigating committee co-chairman Olive 
Shisana said last week the policies recommended by the 
committee were options Zuma felt she could not pursue 
because they either failed to integrate the public and private 
health sectors or excluded the unemployed. 


The Ministry is still refusing to release the report of the 
initial finance committee which was concluded in 
November. Zuma said there was nothing secret about the 
report but it could not be released because the investi- 
gation was continuing. 


Alexandra Gangs Forcing Foreigners From Homes

carrying out a concerted campaign of terror to rid the 
township of illegal immigrants by throwing them out of their 
homes.

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The gangs claim the foreigners are taking jobs away from 
South Africans and the emotionally charged topic has 
been seized upon by opposing political groups. 


Even foreigners who are in South Africa legally have been 
targeted by the groups. During the past two weeks, several 
people, mai ily Zimbabweans living in the flatland area in 
Roosevelt Street. have been harassed and threatened. Many 
have had their flats broken into, locks changed and belong- 
ings thrown out of windows. Families have been frog- 
marched to the police station where gang members have 
demanded that the foreigners be deported. 


A spokesman for the Alexandra Property Owner:’ Associa- 
tion (APOA), who would not be named, said his association 
was supporting th move against illegals. “We are not 
assaulting or threatening these people—we are simply doing 
the job for the police by handing them over and asking for 
them to be deported back to their own countries.” 


APOA blames the more unsavoury aspects of the campaign 
on “criminal elements”. Alexandra Civic Organisation 
(ACO) General Secretary Nkele Ntingane said she had held 
meetings with the police to discuss the campaign. 


“People living here legally are being harassed and we are 
very concerned about it. We are encouraging victims to lay 
charges with the police.” she said. One resident who 
requested anonymity said he would not bow down to 
pressure. 


“| have been living in South Africa for five years. I have 
a job ...1 am paying my rent and I intend staying. | am 
now a South African citizen...my children were born here 
and we will stay, but life is becoming unbearable. Every 
night men calling themselves Comrades bang on our 
doors and demand we vacate our flat...I have had to take 
time off work to protect my family.” 


The APOA spokesman claimed the ACO was relying on 
illegal aliens for votes during the forthcoming municipal 
elections and that was why they had to be removed from the 
townships. 


Alexandra ANC branch spokesman Mamsi Moehe said 
her organisation was not involved in the campaign and 
they were trying to get to the bottom of the problem. 


Police have promised Alexandra residents protection and 
said the crime prevention units as well as the Internal 
Stability Unit would be on duty 24 hours a day to patrol the 
flatland area of Alex where many “foreigners” are living.

Country’s Trade Boom Reportedly Favors Asia

[FBIS Transcribed Text] South East Asian trade with 
South Africa [SA] is booming while trade with the 
People’s Republic of China is also expanding rapidly. 


Yet the trade boom is clearly in Asia's favour. There is clear 
evidence that trade missions from Asian nations have 
helped their companies sell more goods to South Africans. 


Although SA exports to South East Asia and China are 
rising, Statistics illustrate that the exceptional growth of 
1993 siowed down in the first nine months of last vear. 


According to official trade figures, SA exports to South 
East Asian nations notably Taiwan, Hong Kong, South 
Korea, Singapore, Malaysia. Thailand, Indonesia and 
the Philippines totalled R4,792 billion [rands} in the 
nine months to September 1994, up by 6 percent on the 
same period the previous year. 


This rise follows a 15 percent surge to R6,326 billion for 
ihe full 1993 year from R5,509 billion in 1992. 


Statistics of the final quarter are so far unavailable. but 
Linda Smith, economist at the South African Foreign 
Trade Organisation (SAFTO), said tt inere were indi- 
cations of strong growth in exports and imports during 
the remainder of 1994. 


SA’s main South East Asian export markets are Taiwan 
followed by Hong Kong. South Korea, Singapore and 
Thailand. Export growth to Malaysia and Indonesia has 
been dramatic, clearly in response to the end of apartheid. 


Defence Minister Joe Modise indicated that SA would 
sell armaments to Malaysia's defence industry. He told 
reporters on a recent trip to Malaysia that SA could make 
available advanced defence technology. especially artil- 
lery, armoured vehicles and helicopters. 


Meanwhile exports to China grew only slightly in the 
first nine months to R457 million from R451 million. 
China’s austerity campaign is to blame. Yet exports to 
China were R599 million for the whole of 1993, up 20 
percent on the previous year. 


Liu Xiangdong, China's assistant minister of foreign 
trade and economic co-operation said on a visit to South 
Africa last year that trade had surged 16 fold since 
economic contacts were restored five years ago. 


South Africa’s main Asian export market, is of course, 
Japan and in the three quarters to September, exports 
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soared to R3,153 billion from R2,291 billion. Considering 
Jupasi’s recession at te time, this performance was most 
impressive. 


Most of South African exports to the Asian region are 
coal, minerals, base metals, chemicals pulp and paper. 
Asians are also buying more maize from SA. 


There are, however, large indirect exports to the region, 
since the bulk of SA’s precious metals and diamonds are 
mainly bought on international markets. 


Despite SA’s upward trend in exports and competitive advan- 
tage in commodity markets, the trade balance with major 
Asian trading partners, inclusive of Japan and China, deteri- 
orated to R3.850 billion in the first three quarters of 1994 
from R3.427 billion. in the same period the previous year. 


These direct trade figures illustrate that SA manufac- 
turers are battling to break into Asian markets. They are 
facing intense competition from global competitors, 
while nations such as Japan are only now beginning to 
reduce trade barriers. 


It is thus not surprising that the government consulted 
Singapore experts on how to increase productivity, 
according to SA trade officials. 


Imports from South East Asia totalled R5,58 billion in the 
nine months to September 1994. up by 27 percent on the 
same period of the previous year. For the full 1993 year 
imports were R7,448 billion, against R5,.563 billion in 1992. 


South Africa’s imports from China soared by 31! percent 
to R896 million in the three quarters to September 1994. 
They compare with R! billion for the whole of 1993 and 
R652 million in 1992. 


Imports from Japan rose by only seven percent in the 
same period to R5,776 million. The strong yen was a 
disincentive for buyers, but South Africa’s imports from 
Japan were still a huge R7,448 billion in 1993 against 
R5,563 billion in 1992. 


Asian nations mainiy sell technological equipment, 
machinery and textiles to South Africa. Malaysia also 
exports rubber, palm oil and timber.

Cabinda Reported Tense After ‘Police Violence’

remains tense after the police repressed a meeting orga- 
nized by the Cabinda Nationals Committee, CNC, last 
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weekend. CNC Secretary General Pastor Justino Waku 
was one of the victims of the police violence. He gives his 
account of the events: 


[Begin recording] [Waku] We organized a meeting on the 
Simulambuco Treaty and its legal and political implica- 
tions for Cabinda’s current situation. We dealt with the 
legal formalities to hold the meeting. We wrote a letter to 
the government asking for permission to hold the 
meeting. No formal permission was given. According to 
Angolan law, if the government does not respond within 
24 hours, permission is regarded as having Leen granted. 
So we abided by the law and went ahead with the 
meeting at the Xiloango cinema house. About an hour 
after the meeting started, a Rapid Intervention Police 
‘omando unit, also known as Ninja, stormed the 
cncria house. It was as if the unit was raiding a heavily 
aru’a military position. We watched them peacefully 
wh’ e they operated. The unit arrested each one of us, 
ciaily the leader, and took us to the police station. 
About 27 members were afterward taken from the police 
station and assaulted violenily. The 30 or so people who 
reinained at the cinema house were also assaulted. 


[Unidentified correspondent} People in Luanda s .y the 
police acted the way they did because the CNC is nothing 
but the Front for the Liberation of the Cabinda Enclave 
[FLEC] in disguise. What is your comment on that? 


[Waku] We are definitely not FLEC. We are just a 
political organization like several others, the only differ- 
ence being that we operate at home. The other organiza- 
tions are based abroad. 


[Correspondent] How will the CNC react in view of the 
repressive atmosphere prevailing in Cabinda? 


[Waku] If the Angolan Government really intends to 
negotiate with the people of Cabinda, we will be among 
those who will follow suit. We think we are the right 
people to deal with any issue the government wishes to 
raise with the people of Cabinda here at home. So we 
think that despite the repressive measures, we will con- 
tinue to operate. We will continue to impress our situa- 
tion on the Angolan Government.

Bank Predicts First Government Budget Deficit

Botswana’s nc. rally cash-flush government is likely to 
register its first budget deficit at the end of this financial 
year, say senior Central Bank officials in Gaborone. 
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Bank of Botswana Deputy Governor Lawrence Clarke 
believes government revenues would probably be lower 
than normal at the end of the financial year to March. 


“The country’s traditional exports, diamonds and beef, 
did not perform well,” he says. “This is likely to force the 
country to introduce some major cost cuttings. 


“If we fail to do that, the situation could get [words 
indistinct] is better to tighten up on expenditure now.” 


Bank research director Professor Clark Leith says that 
although there will be a budget deficit, it will not be a 
crisis. “It is no cause for concern. Our foreign reserve 
holdings and the government’s cash balances at the bank, 
will cushion the situation,” he comments. Botswana 
registered a small budgetary surplus a year ago of pula 
[P] 0.3-million, and in the previous two years also 
recorded surpluses of P324-million and P752-million 
respectively. 


“The coming deficit,’ Leith says, “will be because of less 
than expected interest on foreign exchange reserves and 
the falling diamond market.” However, any shortfall 
attributable to the diamond market will not be as great as 
government might have at first feared. “The diamond 
market is following the pattern Debswana and the Cen- 
tral Selling Organisation said it would,” Leith says. 
“Government expenditure is not far off budget, the 
government has looked at supplementary estimates very 
cautiously.” 


The budget speech will be delivered by vice-president 
and minister of finance and development planning, 
Festus Mogae, on February 13.

A total of 10,000 people were present at the ceremony in 
Maseru Stadium, and our correspondent, Emily Casreel, 
was at the coronation. 


[Begin Casreel recording] Waving [word indistinct] flags, 
half the stadium ululated and shouted praise for the 
royal family, while the other half was more passive, 
watching the day’s events under the burning sun. 


This was an occasion of pomp and ceremony, with 
traditionally clad horses and ponies parading with the 
royal family (?in) the palace headquarters and the Army 
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saluting Moshoeshoe II after he had taken his oath of 
office, but this coronation came about through very 
untraditional means, when southern African heads of 
state brokered an agreement to put King Moshoeshoe II 
back on the throne in return for the reinstatement of 
Prime Minister Mokhehle and his Basotho Congress 
Party cabinet after a coup last August. 


In his speech at the stadium, the prime minister said his 
government was under a lot of criticism from the elec- 
torate over the reinstatement of the king, as they were 
not consulted. Mokhehle seemed keen to use the event 
and the presence of international leaders, such as Presi- 
dent Mugabe and President Masire, to bear witness to 
his understanding of the Constitution, in which the king 
would reign as a constitutional monarch ultimately 
under the authority of Parliament. The prime minister 
expressed his reservations about the installment of King 
Moshoeshoe II when he said that responsibility and 
integrity should exist between the head of state and the 
government. If this fails, it will not be due to the 
government’s lack of trying, he said. 


While the prime minister’s speech was controversial, the 
sound system at the stadium was not working properly, 
and his words were lost on the crowd. [end recording]

Speaking to newsmen before the two leaders left, the 
Nigerian foreign minister Mr. Babagana Kingibe, said 
that all the Liberian warring factions attending the peace 
talks had accepted, in principle, a proposal by the heads 
of state of Ghana, Nigeria, Guinea, Burkina Faso, and 
Cote d'Ivoire to expand the number of nominees of the 
council of state from five to six. Mr. Kingibe said the 
proposal came after the four had, for almost 24 hours 
without leave, tried to find a way of breaking the impasse 
in the composition of the Liberian council of state. He 
said after long hours of discussion with the factions, the 
heads of state had to come out with such a formula that 
holds promise to break the impasse. He said the foreign 
ministers had been left behind to use this basic agree- 
ment to work out elements of evolving the chairman of 
council and how to break any deadlock in voting should 
there be three for and three against. He said other 
provisions of the accord would be revisited and deliber- 
ated upon. 


Mr. Kingibe hoped with these efforts, commitment, and 
passionate appeals to the warring factions, the ministers 
would come out with solutions to push the peace process 
ahead. He said ECOWAS 1s optimistic about progress in 
the talks and this is the stage where ECOWAS and 
ECOMOG should be more committed in consolidating 
what has been achieved. Mr. Kingibe said there was no 
question of ECOMOG being withdrawn nor did any of 
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the heads of state show any indication of lack of com- 
mitment. According to him, when the package of agree- 
ments is decided, there will be some provisions for 
sanctions for the violation of cease-fire and disarma- 
ment, as well as enforcement capability. Mr. Kingibe 
said despite the negative developments in Monrovia 
after the faction leaders had returned a few weeks ago, 
the meeting was held in an atmosphere of mutual respect 
and hope. 


On whether the ministers would ensure the nomination 
of the si th member of the council of state before they 
depart, he said this would depend on the level of progress 
that would be made, stressing that he would be glad to 
see a chairman elected. He said the objective is to ensure 
that they put in place a council that would oversee 
disarmament, encampment, and return of refugees, as 
well as the establishment of infrastructure for free and 
fair elections in November this year. The Nigerian 
foreign minister said the council has a limited mandate. 
That is why the Akosombo Accord provides for a sover- 
eign government in Liberia by the end of the term of the 
council. The Ivorian foreign minister, Mr. Amara Essy, 
said there is hope for a breakthrough although delibera- 
tions are still going on. 


Deliberations Make ‘Little Progress’

Mr. Qian Qichen said he is convinced 
that Africa will overcome all its problems and expressed 
optimism that Nigeria as the largest country in Africa 
will play a significant role. 


In his remarks, Chief Anthony Ani described the Chi- 
nese vice premier’s visit as timely. He said Nigeria has a 
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lot to learn from China in the field of agriculture, 
technology, and industrialization: 


[Ani] You have grown from Third World to the First 
World. You have got technology. You have got every- 
thing that takes a country to exist. We want also to have 
all these things so that we could exist. 


[Bello] Chief Anthony Ani said the expansion of friendly 
relations and cooperation between China and Nigeria 
complies fully with the aspiration and fundamental 
interest of the two countries. He also expressed the hope 
that the visit will contribute to the further consolidation 
and growth of bilateral relations between the two coun- 
tries. 


Later, at a news briefing, the Chinese vice premier 
expressed China’s readiness to improve on its trade 
balance with Nigeria.

Calm Returns to Mokanji Area; Protests in 
Kenema

of last week’s two rebel attacks in the Mokanji District of 
southern Sierra Leone. The rebels hit a bauxite mine and 
a rutile mine. They made off with looted goods and a 
dozen hostages. The Army moved in and gave chase to 
the raiders. Expatriate workers have been evacuated, but 
it is a remote area and since ihe attacks, communications 
have been virtually nonexistent but our Freetown corre- 
spondent, Victor Sylver, has managed to get through. He 
telexed this report: 


Today, for the first time since the attack, | was able to 
contact someone on the telephone in Mokanji who told 
me that he was a worker in the bauxite mining company 
and that he fled when the rebels struck. He told me that 
all was not quiet in and around Mokanji and that people 
were beginning to slowly stream back home after fleeing 
in the face of the rebel attacks. I was told that damaged 
plants and machinery were minimal, if any, but that 
office furniture had been thrown around and papers and 
files strewn all over the place as the rebels, in a fit of 
frenzy, tried to remove any available cash and valuables. 
I got the impression from the worker I spoke to that the 
place was pretty quiet. In the background, I could hear 
the voice of a small boy and the unmistakable whistle of 
another calling after him. 
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Meanwhile, at the Sierra Leone rutile mining site, 
reports also speak of things beginning to return to 
normal. Sources close to the Defense Department say 
that government troops are now in full control, with the 
loading port safe in the hands of government troops. One 
military source told me that nearly all vehicles, believed 
to be 20, packed around the mining area before workers 
fled, were intact, except for one that has had its wind- 
screen smashed. The rebels apparently vandalized the 
store holding rice provisions and other consumables, 
including alcohol. 


Another batch of workers and their dependents from the 
areas involved in last week’s attacks arrived here this 
morning after a whole night’s sailing. They are at present 
undergoing rigid security screening checks. One top 
security officer told me that the exercise was necessary to 
ensure that there is no infiltration by rebels. Meanwhile, 
there are reports that Kambia in the north of the country 
has been attacked. The attack happened this morning, 
but details are very sketchy. 


Well, the attacks on Mokanji were a culmination of a 
series of rebel raids in the past five or six weeks. Last 
month, they hit big towns like Bo and Kenema, all in 
spite of attempted negotiations with the RUF [Revolu- 
tionary United Front] rebels of Foday Sankoh and the 
best efforts to crush them by the Army, and apparently 
local civilians are sick and tired of the conflict. Today, 
there was a huge demonstration on the streets of Ken- 
ema. Our correspondent, Alhasan Syla, sent this report: 


[Begin Syla recording] Tens of thousands of women took 
to the streets of Kenema this morning in an unprece- 
dented peace rally at which they called on the govern- 
ment of Captain Strasser to give them the mandate to go 
into the bush in pursuit of rebel leader, Foday Sankoh, 
and talk peace with him. The women, amid singing and 
dancing, also carried placards some of which read: We 
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should not take up arms against ourselves and We want
